race for clerk of the supreme oourt.

Upon a Young Girl and an 0Oid
Woman.

Jessie  Kinport, the l4-yesr-old
daughter of Mrs. Oarrie Kioport, who
resides at 118 West Nint'. avenuo,
Denver, Colorado, was assinlied and
horribly mutilated in hog rcom, daring
the absence of her mo'we: Tv day
night. Mrs. Kinport upou ra' ing
home found the doors opca and iu her
daughter's room the bed clothes wero
sirown about and blood spattered over
the room. She aroused thoe neighbors,
who about midnight found the girl in a
vacaat lot nearby, unoconscions and with
numerous outs om her body. The
suthorities were notified but not before
Chris Jensen had boen brought to tha
station by Peolicoman Lambert, who had
arrestad him on the ontskirts of Denvor.
As Lmbert approached Jonsen whin-
ped out a knife sad shouted to the offi.
oor that he would not be taken to jal
Lismbert dicarmed the man and brought
nim to tho staticn. Oa the way he re
pestedly spoke of haviog been com
pelled to defend himself from s woman,
suying that he had out her up pretiy
budiy. IHis knife was ocovered with
blood. Ho is believed (o bs demented
4 and to ba the man who lIstoly oommit
ted numerous assaulis oo wumen.

Jensen confessed to ithe police that
ho asssulied Jessie Kioport snd also
said he swaboed another womasn during
the night near tha end of the Uaiver-iiy
Park our line.

Searon was at oncy begun and the
dead body of Mrs. Armenia A. Ballis,
about 60 years old, who conducied a
dairy, was found Wednesday moroing
at the pisos doscribed by Jensea. She
had beeu stabbed in the breast and the
blade of the knifa had penetrated the
heart, oausing instaut death. The body
lay in the roadwsay sud there was no
evidence of & struggle. Jensen said the
woman was “‘afcer Lim' and for that
reason he killcd her, She lived oo a
ranch nearby.

It
has doveloped that a young mau was at
the Kinport home ealliog ou the girl
and romained until after 10 o'clcek
Jonsen was arrested about 9:45 o'cluck

A Deoficit of $225,000 That Must
Ba Made Gocd.

HINSEY RESIONS.

His Prosscution 'n Clvil Court

John A. Hinrey, former president of
the board of control of the endowment
rack, Knights of Pythias, appearad be-
fore the supremo lodge Thuraday and
admitted the report submitted Tuesday
to be truo showing a deficit of $225 000
which must bo made good if tho insur
ance features of the order is to continue
This report shows that the sffairs of tho
erdowment rank under Hinsey's man
sgemont drifted into prectiesl insol-
veney, The former president of the
board of contrel declared he had done
his best to keep the troasury in a sound
conditon but that death claims had
mounied up, investments had turned
out failures and it had been frequently
necossary to overdeaw tho rank’s accoust
at tho bank. "The report, which was
compiled by the present board of con-
trol. excepiing Hinsey, does not charge
the latter and others with misusing the
funds, but states that they were mis-
ased. Hinsey oosupied the floor dur
ing the entire forenoon sessioa of the
investigating committee.

To reporters Hinsey said:

“Tam prepared to defend my ad
ministration against any and all ermera.
My condnat of tho offian wes perfestly
open and above board T'he invest
ments wers good aud logitimste and all
will turn out all right.’

John A. Hinsey was ordered Wed-
nesday night'by tha suprewme lodge of
the Kaights of Pytliss to appesr ba
fore that body aad show eanse why le
shonld not be ezpelled. 'This folloxs
as & dirzot recult of the allaged irregu-
larities which the new mansgemant of
the erdowment rank has feunad in the
books under his twalve years' adminis-
tration as president of the board of con-
trol.

WAR BTAMP ON BONDS.

It Falls Hard on Rural Free Delivery
Mail Carriers.

A special from Washington Friday
says. An indigoant and vigorous pro-
test has been mado to the Postmaster
General baeause of the heavy internal

revenue tax levied upon every now ap-
pointee in the rural freo delivery oar-
rier gervico. It appoars that ia the
establishment of a new route the esr-
riec appointed is required to furnish
bond and said bond must he freighted
with D0 cents worth of internal revenue
stamps., Bome of the victims do not
hesitate to cheracter £y the imposition
of this heavy and onerous tax as a
bunco game on the part of Upcle Sam
This heavy aocd apparently upjust tax
is levied under the terms of the war
revenue measura. Although the amount

As the salary of these rural carriers
is only $500 per anonm the tax is a
hardship, but when, ss is the case in
many 1instances, the proposed route
hangs firo in the department and is in-
definitely shelved, it is adding insult to
injary. The would be esrrier has paid
out his fifty ocents, but he pever re-
ooives one cent of pay.

Mr. H. CUocquest Olark, the ohief
speeial sgent in obarge of therural free
delivery service, eaid Friday: *‘It
#goms to me s great hardship for these
men to be forcad to pay this tax. As
the routes are slmost, if not entireiy
laid out in the farming districts, men
of very limited circumsta .ocs are usual
ly appointed as carriers. To them
this half dollar means a great desl.
They invariably appeal to tho posteffics
depariment for reimbursemont when
the rouie to which they hava been ap
pointed iz beld up, tu: wu have no
power or authoriiy torewurn the amount
expended for this revenue stamp,

“In eeveral oazes,” conticued Mr.
Clerk, ‘‘the inspoctors snd special
agents of tho rural delivery systoms
have becn led ont of the kindness of
their hearts to refund out of their own
poskets to those men this reveuns tax.
Special Agent Aunnin, of the Wastern
divison of 1ural free delivery, is one of
this kind-hearted class. Ha reported
to me the other dsy that it was the rule
rather than exseption for him to ‘cough
up’ this amouut to the moep whose
rontes had been tied up ia the depart-
ment. Ha said he was eimply foroed
to do so by the way the carriers com-
plained of the great hardship it waa for
them to be thus deprived of half » dol-

WILLING TO BALANCE ACCOUNTS:

Russia Will Vacate Raised Tariff if
U 8. Will Do the Same.

Another important change has oo-
curcd botween tire Kassian government
and the United States relative to the
tarifi. The Russian minister of finarce
M. DaWitte, has proposed that Russia
will vaoste all the additionsl duties
levided on American goode since the im-
position of the sugar differential if the
United States will vacate its action on
tha sugar differentisl To this Seore-
tary Gage has replied that the offor of
the Russian goverament canvot be ac-
cepted as the question of the sugar
difie.cntial is now in the hsands ef the
court. thus precluding aotion by the
executive branch.

The proposition of ths Russian min
ister o? financs was the result of
Seoretary Huy's note of sbhout two
wecks ago. In that note Mr. Hay
poiated out that the sotion taken a3 to
petrolecum was pot new, mor was it
meant to have apy connection with the
previcus aotion of the government on
sugar. This appears to have recon-
ciled Russian offi sials in their view
that the poetroleum order was only an
other step in the poliey previously
taken resyecting sugar.

M. DoWitte's response is not long,
but 1t is quite to the point. It makes
no further iszue as to the petrolenm
order, The chief attention is given to
sugar and the specific order is mads to
vacate immedintely the increased du
ties which Russia has levied, if tho
United States will vacate its astion on
sugar. This would eamount to re-
establishing the statos quo whioh ex-
isted before the Uanited Siates took its
initial action relative to Russia.

The Russiaa proposition was com-
municated to Soore'ary Gage, whoswe-
spounded promptly thatas the sugar
question is now before the ecourts it is
not possible for him toavail himself of
the Russian suggestions. Thus the
matter stands,

The reductions which would have re-
sulted under M. DoWitte's tonder are
those affeoting cast iron wares, manu
fastures of iron and stcel, boiler work
tools for artists, factories and work-
shops, gas snd water meters, motors
and dynamos, sewing machines, port
able engices, not including threshing
machings, fire engines, acd other ma-
chincry of irom and steel; also white
resia, galipot, brewers pitch and
bieycles.

AFTER THE TIGERS.

Gov McBweenoy Sends New
Officers to Charleston.

THEY FIN) VIOLATORS

And Procsad to Seizs Fixtures
and Liquor and Show the
‘Bind Tigers a Thing
or Two.

For the firat time since the dispen-
sary law was put into operation blind
tigers in Charleston had to turn awsy
customers. It was a reccrd-breaking
day for the outlaw liquor dealers, and
when the col;;t:kblu ll.l;ilihod there was
not even a whiskey g 0 many
in which a drink could hivoplb‘:::
served. Kverything was seized. Fix-
tut-?sﬂwmthmt;oud; fine counters were
nsiled to the fioor, and big refrigerators
were turaed to the wall and sealed,
handsome mirrors were ocarted away
with the contraband liquor. The whole-
sale raiding wreoked business for the
time and caused such consternation in
the blind tiger ranks that the *‘talent”
got frightened and refused to sell until
1} is known what is up the constabulary
Bleeve.

In the raiding Thursdsy the small
dealers were not caught so much as the
big establishments, but all suffsred in
a way. When the state board of dis-
pensary directors passed the resolution
sbout the enforcement of the law in
Oharleston the blind tiger dealers saw
that trouble was in store, and there was
proof of this Sunday night whena equad
of conetabl.s arrived in the city and be-
gan to look around. Tueeday night four
other constables reached the city. They
did not make their business known until
yesterday morning and by noom the
news had spread to every shop and every
bar that there would be something do-
ingin the afternoon. The constables
were all new in Charleston. They came
here under the command of Chief La-
Far, who had instructions to smash the
head of every tiger that was stuck from
the dark. During the day it was not
known just why tho extra foroe had

When the wiser tiger keepers heard
that others in the business were being
olosed they promptly had all stook on
band removed and their doorashut. One
establiskment which has been famoue
in the history of beer and whiscey
drinking in Charleston was closed at 2
o'clock snd the regular patrons who
went there were disheartened when
they saw the sad outlook. After 4
o'clock five constable visited the place.
The man who looks after the needs of
the thirsty recogniz:d the officers and
promptly offered them the keys. The
cfficers went through the place, peeped
under tables and into closets and then
felt in the chimneys. The most they
saw a half dozens helpless bottles of
ginger alo that were left alone to stand
tne danger when the stronger bottles
were qaiockly removed to spots thst
vonstavles ocould not fathom. It was
really touching to look at the lone bot-
tles of giagerale. In sanother ice box
two more bottles ware found. When
the lid was raised one bottle fell down
as if from fright and then slid quickly
under the uneven chunks of ice. The
oonstables saw the flanc movement.
He fished out a thirty-pound chunk of
the ice, had the other officers rush up
and help him, and when the little bos-
tle, looking sheepish bul innocent, was
pulled out and was flung back with a
silent oath and thenthe raiders left
the reom.

Just)ss fast as one place was cleaned
out the officers hurried toanother until
nearly every bar of any prominence was
made to feel the sting of the law. 1t
wasa about the only successful raid ever
made in Charleston. While the amount
seited was not as large as might have
been expected, the constables for onoce
wore masters of tho day, snd they let
the tigers know that thoy would oall
again in the evening., This kept the
talent guessing. These raids were dif-
ferent from some others, inasmuch as
there was an absence of the friendly
greoting. When the officers left it was
not wich the assurance that they would
not oall again for a week or a month.
Heretofore the tigers have been on
Essy street. Oae raid was all that they
could ressonably expeot in the course
of a week, and about the only thing se-
complished by the law was in seizing
what little liquor was showing on the
counter. It was significant of many,
many things that the tigers were alooo&
last night. This was never done after
any othor raid, for, on the other hand,
it was ufter a raid that a tiger got on
its happy spirits.—News and Courier.
